Ottawa, Dec. 10.—Thirty persons 
were killed and 418 injured in a total 
of 817 railway acldents on Canadian 
railways during November, as re¬ 
ported to the Dominion Railway 
Commission.

It has been a trying year for Cana¬ 
dian bankers, probably as trying as 
any year since Conferedatlon in 13*7. 
In Canada, la elsewhere, as a con¬ 
sequence of the loss and distress 
resulting from the disorganisation of 
business and industry a spirit of un¬ 
rest has developed among grout>* of 
individuals. Inclining them to listen, 
to the vain pretensions of agitators 
promising quick relief from IllwAMiich 
only tlrqe and adherence to sound 
business principles can cure. Never¬ 
theless, we are better off In this 
respect than is the case with others 
In many countries; it Is a passing 
phase, nothing more. 

Also, at this particular Juncture 
economic and political confusion 
abroad necessarily reacts upon this 
country to an Important extent, while 
it seems more than ever apparent 
that for all time our econo mic well- 
faro must be under the special In¬ 
fluence of conditions In the United 
States of America. It Is so impor¬ 
tant to bear this In mind that 1 may 
be excused if 1 repeat the remark 
contained In my address to you a 
year ago:—Canada cAnnot progress 
us she should until our oost of living 
and our taxation are less than across 
the line.

Our liquid resources in London 
have continued to be profitably em¬ 
ployed. throughout- the year, although 
consistently cheap money and low 
discount rates have limited the 
margin of profit earned. 

As. has been the case for a num¬ 
ber of years past, exchange rate* 
have prevented the issue of Cana¬ 
dian public loans In London, qhich.

don. 

No opportunity Is lost, either by 
our Ixtndon or our Canadian offices.

In making this 
remark. I am not unmindful of some 
recent signs of improvement - TK* 
rlsinr revenue of the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment promises a balanced budget 
at the close of the fiscal year, and if 
out of this, with further reduction in < 
expenditure. cor«< * some remission 
of direct takation Upon trade, it will 
undoubtedly ope: it* to the general 
advantage. 

RESERVE OF READY MONEY 

The prompt response to the recent 
appeal of the Finance Minister for 
a loan to retire the maturing Victory 
Bonds Is gratifying evld< nee of the 
ready resources of the Canadian 
people. Subscriptions ..r:'i • gating 
1 $ 200 . 000 .000 made within j week Is 
I nn event scarcely le** notable than 
[ the successful laurelling of large 
loans during the war, yet even this 
formidable amount represents less 
than one-half t£e investment made 
during tbia year in public securities 
by the people of Canada, more than 
$400,1*00.000 of which have been ab¬ 
sorbed. We are beginning to do our 
own financing, though possibly the 
reluctance „to engage in new business 
enterprises' may have been n factor 
in - the large ftcramuwroti ~Of ready 
money available tor investment. 

OUR FOREIGN TRADE 

Despite the disorganized state of 
European murkets. the foreign trade 
of Canada has been gradually ex¬ 
panding. In the seven month* end¬ 
ing October 31. the aggregate of 
this Trade amounted to $1,094,564,000, 
a gain of $172,164,000, or about It per 
cent, over the corresponding period 
last year. The enlargement of Im¬ 
ports began in August of 1021 and 
has since continued without Inter¬ 
ruption. white in leaser degree ex¬ 
ports have followed the same course. 
This healthy and hopeful sign of re- 
I covered trade derives additional tlg- 
hifk.'ineb.from tbs fact that ft l* not 
the consequence of rising prices but 
of augmented quantity movement. 
Notable Is th# revival of the export 
trade in wood and wood products, ( 
which In the last seven months has' 
reached nearly as large a value as In 
,the whole fiscal year 1921-22, and 
which bids fair to retain Its activity 
by reason of the dependability of the 
United Htates market for our pulp 
and paper. The decrease of $10,700,- 
000 in export* of agricultural pro¬ 
ducts since March last Is attributable 
to the later period at which the re¬ 
cent harvest was reaped, and as ths 
great store of grain In the West 
moves to market, thta deficiency 
should l*e overcome. What la more

The powers and 
privileges of the hanks remain, very I 
much as before, neither enlarged nor j 
contracted; hut provision has been! 
made in the way of wider authority I 
of auditors and heavier responMlhillty 
of director*, by which mean* it is 
hoped to Ktrengthen the safeguards | 
for depositors and aha re holder*. It i 
I* trite to say that however rigid 
the law. the solvency of banka—as. 
for that matter, of All business- de¬ 
pends upon the Integrity, diligence 
and perspicacity of the management. 

The amended Act continued to the 
banks scope for wide and helpful 
operation In finance and commerce,' 
restrained by considerations ofH 
safety, but not so hampered as to. 
prevent fair profit* un«l»*r prudent di¬ 
rection. In this connection it may be 
observed that, despite tbs notion held 
In some quarters respecting the pro¬ 
fitable nature of banking, capital has 
not greatly sought this source of in¬ 
vestment. In the quarter century 
from 1876 to 1901, the capital of 
Canadian banks remained stationary, 
and in the subsequent twenty year* 
of rapid commercial development, less 
than $60,000,000 was added. Banking 
resource*, apart from deposits, have 
been derived for many years past 
more from accumulated reserve of 
profits than from th«r Investment of 
new capital, a condition wblrh It may 
become desirable 

trade* expands, in order to maintain 
an adequate note circulation. 
lil'HIKERR IN CANADA 

T regard the state of trade in Can¬ 
ada as having Improved during the 
year. Statistical evident* support* 
this conclusion. Bank clearing*, 
railway receipts, foreign commerce 
have all Increased. Stability of com¬ 
modity prices has been a favorable 
factor, encouraging confidence and 
Inducing freer buying. The substan¬ 
tial decrease in unemployment r- 
whlch has virtually reached the xero 
mark—la an unerring sign of better 
business. There has been. more 
burning activity, lumbering opera- 
Ilona have increased and the Import- 
-gnt piilpiidbyw-I wdusti y tw w o r k - 
Ing close to capacity. Textile manu¬ 
facturing has been brisk throughout 
the year, and I regret that as much 
cannot be said of the, woollen Indus¬ 
try. The mineral output is well-' 
maintained, with prospects of undi-. 
mlnlshed production of precious 
metals. When the European field is 
surveyed, there 1* Indeed cause for 
congratulation that business In Can¬ 
ada has held up ao well. 

AGRICULTURAL CONDITIONS 

To crown all. a bountiful harvest 
has been reaped, the wheat crop 
greatly exceeding any former yield. 


compulMton of clrcum'ntiyicer. not less' 
in their own Interests 'than In that 
pf their customers. When, however, 
prlc*-* have become stabilised In the 
world's markets and there Is reason¬ 
able assurance of the continuance of 
thnt condition, no undue restriction 
is placed upon credits, nor depend¬ 
able borrowers turned empty-handed 
away. 

In my opinion, further deflation 
Would incur the risk of depressing 
Industry and would not be In the 
interest* of the country at this Junc¬ 
ture The ultimate goal to which 
our financial policy must be directed 
should *>* the gold parity, hut under 
existing conditions we must make 
haste slowly. 

CONDITIONS IN THE UNITED 
STATES 

The best opinions agree that while 
certain indu*tries in the United 
States, including wheat raising, are 
not pros|»ering, business conditions 
on the whole are on a sound and 
generally satisfactory basis. There 
is not the name volume of future 
orders on the books of manufactur¬ 
ers that there was a year ago. for the 
reason that the Jobber and reuller. 
-as In Canada, nre buying from hand 
•h; nor has the manufacturer 
himself any large inventory of raw ( 
material or manufactured goods on I 
hand. - » 

The United States has g vnlhable j 
concentrated domestic market and 
high production costs are io ui. ex¬ 
tent overcome by capacity opera¬ 
tions. Business, is being conduct-**! 1 
conservatively, but the voHimu re¬ 
main.*. 

A,*url from ths districts where 
wheat growing is ;lie *o> industry 
business in the West is particularly 
good. There ia no complaint from 
mm Of Mich Htat** as 
Illinois. Iowa, Indianfti. where diversi¬ 
fied farming is practiced 

The country is considered to b# 
operating on a sound financial basis 
and ha* an economic condition from 
which over-expansion and inflation 
are absent, while labor trouble* have 
been of late much less acute. 

CONDITIONS IN EUROPE 

The unsettled state of European 
countries give serious concern and 
grave anxiety to those engaged in 
finnnc*- and commerce. Instead of 
realising th* improvement hoped for 
a year ago, the situation has !>e- 
comc worse to the detriment of in¬ 
ternational trade and a further de¬ 
clension In the value of continent*! 
currencies. We in Canada do not 
("cape the pernicious consequences 
of an Impoverish'd Ki.ropc, these 
appearing in contracted ex ports and; 
uimTnUhed markets. v While Targe 
l*»puiatiou* remain destitute of em¬ 
ployment and th*- means of purchase, 
there will be restraint of trade, with 
Its-reaction in both production and 
price*. Canada has hern fairly for- 
tunutc thus far in finding foreign 
markets for her products. 

Great Britain is in a sound and 
satisfactory condition financially, 
but trado condition* leave much to 
"be desired. Unemployment is seri¬ 
ous. but Is condition Is ameliorated 
to some extent by Government work 
on public utilities, roads, etc., coupled 
with large railway extensions, which 
should stimulate the internal trade of 
the country. 

There la apparently no lack of 
money available for Investment, and 
were It not for the. exchange factor. 
Canadian Dominion and Provincial 
Issues would be well received in 
London. ~ 

In France the people are hard¬ 
working and thrifty and owing to 
the large numbers of men still In the 
army, there ia no unemployment 
problem.
